MUSIC DEPARTMENT TO PRESENT "THE MIKADO" 

Gilbert & Sullivan's charming spoof of British life set in Japan will come 
to life again on the stage of the Bean-Brown Theatre this spring. The 
Mikado will be presented on April 7 and 8 at 7:30 PM, with a matinee on 
April 9 at 2:00 PM. Tickets will be $5.00, with proceeds to benefit the 
Shelton Singers. Glinda Blackshear will be the musical director, with 
assistance from Dr. Mark Brown. Accompanists will be Susan Goode and 
Syble Coats. All roles will be played by members of the Shelton Singers. 

Written in 1885, The Mikado was one of the most successful collab- 
orations of composer Arthur Sullivan and lyricist W. S. Gilbert. Its convo- 
luted plot centers around a traveling musician named Nanki-Poo, who is 
actually the son of the Mikado of Japan. Nanki-Poo's romance with Yum- 
Yum, who is the ward of the Lord High Executioner Ko-Ko, gives ample 
opportunity for terrific solo and 
ensemble pieces which eventually 
involve the whole city of Titipu. 

When Shelton State was still 
housed in rhe Skyland Boulevard 
location, the Music Department annu- 
ally staged musicals and operettas. 
However, the sophisticated technical 
demands of the Bean-Brown Theatre 
made it very challenging tor the 
Music Department alone to present a 
major production. This year, with the 
support of the college Administration 
and assistance from theatre profession- 
als, rhe Music Department will be 
able to showc their very talented 
young singers and actors. 

Musical theatre has immense 
appeal for Shelton voice students. 
Every year Shelton State has students 
who compete in the Alabama NATS 
musical theatre vocal competitions, 
and they often make the semifinal 

and final rounds of competition. Last year, the college had more entrants 
in the musical theatre categories than any other college in the state, and 
our own Eryn Davis won first place. 

Eryn is excited about the opportunity for the voice students to be 
a parr of a full-scale operetta. "Becoming a character on stage is so liberat- 
ing vocally. The action motivates your expression and frees your voice. 
Besides, rhe Shelton music students are amazing, and it will just be so 
much fun!" 

Look forward to wonderful singing, gorgeous costumes and lots of 
laughter in Shelton's upcoming production of The Mikado.
